If planted out during the months of September and October, 
or even November, the result will be good blooming plants the fol- 
lowing June. After they are once planted, they require little atten- 
tion and care, thriving almost anywhere, and are absolutely hardy 
everywhere, requiring no protection whatever, even in the most 
severe climate. They do best in good, rich soil and open sunny 
position, but this is not absolutely necessary. They like a liberal 
supply of water during the growing season. The abundance and 
wealth of the gorgeous flowers which they produce are sufficient to 
satisfy the most enthusiastic. They are not troubled with insect pests 
or diseases of any kind, and, once planted, they take care of them- 
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selves, increasing in beauty each year.

fore, unless otherwise instructed, use our best judgement in executing such orders, believing that at times, and where our customers are not aware of the best 
methods to use, their orders can be executed more satisfactorily. It should, therefore, be understood that if particular packing and forwarding instructions are 
to be followed, they should be plainly stated under the heading “Remarks” on the other side of this sheet.
